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ed Croke park for the purpose of 
searching the crowd, as it wWas 
known that many gunmen connect- 


jed with the murders earlier in the 


day were present. Indeed, some 


| came to Dublin ostensibly to attend 


the match. 

According’ to this account ten 
tr rsons were killed. After specta- 
tors and players had vacated the 
Place no fewer than thirty revolv- 
e.s were found on the ground. 

An eye-witness describing the 
scene said that while the football 
match was in progress parties of 
black and tans armed with rifles 
came on the field. .They were hoot- 
ed by the crowd and almost imme- 
diately they fired into the masses of 
people. This witness says he count- 
ed more than thirty who fell. 


A stampede ensued and many were 
bruised and trampled upon in their 


efforts to escape from the grounds. 
Soon, airplanes were observed mov- 
ing over the city and the wildest 
rumors were current as to what was 


‘ikely to happen. 


How Officers Were Killed. 

The streets of Dublin on Sunday 
are deserted in the morning, hours. 
Those who planned the murder of 
the officers and government em- 
ployes moved systematically to their 
task. They committed the assassi- 


nations without disguise and all 
made their escape. 

Gresham hotel was the scene per- 
haps of the greatest daring, and 
the raid was carried out by twenty 
men with the utmost cruelty. The 
Gresham is in Sackville street and 
is one of the best known hotels in 
Dublin. In this place two former 
officers were done to death. 

Following fast upon the murders 
there was great military and police 


activity and houses were raided in 
search of the criminals. All motor 


traffic was ordered stopped and all 
train services in and out of Dublin 
were suspended. The city was given 


over to terrified apprehension as 
ee cars and lorries filled with 


“black and tans” raced through the 


streets. 
Officers and ex-officers of the 


“black and tans,” a British police 
organization consisting largely of 
former service men, appeared to be 
the main objective of the Sunday 
morning outbreak. Sweeping down 
upon certain of these that were liv- 
ing outside barracks the assailants 
for the most part accomplished their 
bloody work while their victims 
were still asleep. 
Carefully Planned. 

‘The presence of Sinn Fein guards 
outside the raided houses and hotels 
indicated the source of the attacks 
and the nature and scope of the sud- 
den outbreak indicated it had been 
deliberately and carefully planned. 

In the death quota, the group 
originally designated for murder, 
there apparently were at least six- 
teen men and their identity and of- 
ficia] position was such as to make 
it evident the murders ‘were planned 
to secure incriminating evidence 
seized from Sinn Feiners. First re- 
ports said eleven officials were kill- 
ed and five wounded. After comb- 
ing the city, however, complete re- 
ports brought th; total up to four- 
teen officials killed and six wound- 
ed, according to announcement of 
the Irish office. 

The first indication that a new 
campaign of horror was on came 
in with the report that Captain 
Newberry had been shot dead in 
his residence in lower Baggot 


street. 


RR ee enim ee 

This report was followed 
almost immediately by news that 
three other officers had been killed 
in a house in Morehampton road. 
Simultaneously thé Gresham hotel 
reported two officers shot under 
its roof. 

The whole south side of the city 
seemed to have suddenly broken 
out with murder. As the identity 
of the victims was established, it 
was evident that a concerted drive 


‘was on by Sinn Fein against offi- 


cers suspected of being in the gov- 
ernment secret service. In addition 
to Captain Newberry, Captains 
MacLean, Fitzgerald, McCormick, 
Thomas Smith and Caldow, all in 
government service, were listed on 
the roll of murdered. 
Black and Tans in Action. 

With the first call, of course, the 
black and tans got into action and, 
sweeping from their barracks in 
motor lorries, they drove into the 
south side. One lorryload passing 
along Mount street heard cries for 
help. Responding, the officers came 
upon a house under Sinn Fein guard 
as the raiders completed their 
bloody work inside. There follow- 
ed a battle between the guards and 
the black and tans, in which two 
of the latter were killed and sev- 
eral of the former, wounded, one 
Sinn Feiner being captured. 

The reports of the murders, ‘the 
noise of the street fighting and the 
dashing motor lorries bearing 


black and tans through the af- 
fected sections of the city soon de- 


veloped a near-panic. The police 


and military combed the entire city, 


nolding up motorists and cyclists 
for questioning. There was tre- 
mendous excitement among the cit- 
izens, who feared there would be 
a night of reprisals as a result of 
the murders. 

Cold Blooded Work. 

Not in weeks has there been such 
a cold-blooded demonstration as 
that made Sunday morning. As in- 
dicating it was carefully planned, 
virtually all of the murders occur- 
ring at the same time, all victims 
being skot in their homes, most of 
them being in bed when attacked. 

The Irish office official statement 
declared “the murders were aimed 
at seizure of incriminating docu- 
ments. Fourteen officials were kill- 
ed and six wounded. 

The streets of the city were imme- 
diately placed under a heavy patrol 
by the military who resorted to fir- 
ing their rifles in order to disperse 
the crowds. 

The assassinations occurred occur- 
red in various parts of the city at 9 
o’clock this morning. 

In one case three of the assassins 
captured two “black and tans’’ while 
they were on their way to reinforce 
the troops and killed them. 

Shot in His Bed. 

The dead include two commercial 
officers. 

Early this morning Captain Fitz- 
gerald, a military officer, was shot 
in his bed in Earlsfort Terrace. A 
quarter of an hour later two other 
officers were shot in their beds in 
Pembroke street, a quarter of a mile 
away, and dangerously wounded. 

Three men, suspected of being 
secret service agents, likewise were 
attacked and shot while asleep in 
Hampton street, and still another 
man in lower Mount street was 
shot. 

Captain Donald MacLean and a 
man named Smyth, and another 
man named Caldow were shot in 
a house in Donnybrook.- Captain 
MacLean was killed instantly and 
Smyth died a few minutes later.

At a house in Baggot street Cap- 
tain Newbury was shot by five 
men, 

In the Gresham hotel two former 
officers were shot dead in a fight 
which occurred with men who are 
believed to have been “black and 
tans,” Who entered the house. In 
Mount street two men are report- 
ed to have been illed and a 
civilian wounded. 

- During the. excitement in Mount 
street “black and tans” in a lorry 
heard cries for help ané@ answered 
them. A flerce encounter ensued 
between Irish volunteers and “black 
and tans,” in which two of the 
latter were killed and several vol- 
unteers wounded. 

Official List of Killed. 

The official list of those killed 
in the murder raid follows: 

Major Dowling, Captains D. L 
Maclean, Newbury, Bagally, Fitz- 
gerald and Price, former Captain P. 
McCormisk and Messrs. “Bennett, 
Aimes, Mahon, T. H. Smith and L.A. 
Wildo. 

Cadets Garnin and Morris, of the 
Royal Irish constabulary,- were 
found dead in a garden after they 
had failed in an attempt to reach the 
garrison to spread the alarm of the 
massacre. 

The wounded are: Colonels Wood- 
cock and Montgomery, Captain Kin- 
nolly and Messrs. Murray and Cal- 
down and one other. Caldown was 
first reported killed. 

Captain Maclean and 
Smith and , Caldown were at- 
tacked by a band of twelve 
men in a house in Northampton 
road. They were taken from the 
bedrooms to the top story of the 
house, where they were shot. 

Most of the civilian victims were 
former service men who held posi- 
tions in administrative departments 
closely connected with the adminis- 
tration of justice. The oficers in 
somecases were marked men be- 
cause of their prominence in court- 
martial proceedings. 


MURDERS DONE 
IN CALM MANNER, 


Belfast, November 21.—-(By 
Associated Press.)—-A number 
most appalling daylight tragedies 
were enacted in various parts of 
Dublin between 8 and 9 o’clock this 
morning. Fourteen men, most of 
whom were military officers or for- 
mer officers, were shot dead in their 
homes, or hotels where they were 
residing, by masked men. 

During a raid on a house in Mount 
Street an encounter occurred  pbe- 
tween a party of crown forces and 
the occupants and a civilian and 
two raiders are 
been killed. 

The shooting bore evidence of 
careful planning and were executed 
almost simultaneously in different 
areas. About 9 o'clock a party of 
about twenty armed men appeared 
in the yestibule of the Gresham ho- 
tel; they covered the Zuests and 
employees with revolvers. Some of 
the raiders went upstairs and re- 
turned in a short time after the 
s0und of firing had been heard. The 
armed party walked out calmly and 
dispersed on reaching ,Sackville 
street. 

It was found that two guests had 
been shot dead in their bedrooms. 
They were Captain McCormick and 
Mr. Wilde, who are believed to have 
recently arrived in Ireland. 

The whole thing was executed in 
a& remarkably calm manner in a 
few minutes. One guest said he 
was standing near a telephone box 
when suddenly a man confronted 
him, presented a revolver and or- 
dered him to hold up his hands and 
not move. He obeyed, remaining in 
that position until the raid was 
over, One of the two murdered 
men was killed while dressing, the 
other was shot while in bed. Cap- 
tain McCormick was well known 
to the guests of the hotel. Nobody 
seemed to know the other victim. 

Soon after 9 o’clock the Pem- 
broke fire brigade ambulance was 
called to 117 Morehampton road, 
Dennybrook, where it was found 
three men had been shot. Two 
men were dead and another appear- 
ed to be dying. hey were taken 
to a hospital. The names given 
were Thomas Smith, who, with his 
wife’s children, occupied the house, 
and’ Donald Maclean and John Ca]- 
down, who were staying there, 

Another sensational affair occur- 
red in lower Mount street. A part 
of armed men arrived in lorries an 
entered No. 22., Immediately the 
sound of firing was heard and after 
some time the party retreated from 
the house under heavy fire from the 
Occupants, who were alleged to be 
Sinn Feiners. There was a further 
exchange of shots in the street, in 
which one man was killed and two 
were -wounded. 
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HELL IN DUBLIN, 
SAY DISPATCHES 
SENT TO LONDON 


London, November 21.—Desperate 
Street battles in Dublin and a huge 
fire on the docks and in nearby 
coal yards were reported in dis- 
patches received by The Labor Her- 
ald, following the Sinn Fein mur- 
ders and the tonsequent killing of 
ten football enthusiasts at Croke 
Park on Sunday. 

“Hejl has broken loose in Dub- 
lin,” ssaid The Herald's’ dispatch. 
“Docks, coal yards and a big ship 
are on fire. All street traffic is 
held up by the police and trains 
have been stopped, 

“Black and tans have captured 
three of the assassins who killed 
British officers in the wholesale 
oa campaign of Sunday morn- 
ng.” 

Fire broke out in Dublin this eve- 
ning in various places, says the 
Dublin correspondent of The Daily 
Mail. Twelve nurses were among 
those arrested today. 

The Mail says that arrangements 
are under way to send large rein- 
forcements of troops to Ireland and 
that the opinion is held in official 
quarters that the danger of assassi- 
nations is spreading to England, 

3,000 Persons Searched. 

A dispatch received in London 
from official sources in Dublin says 
that when mixed forces of military 
and constabulary surrounded Croke 
Park they were fired upon by Sinn 
Fein pickets when seen approaching, 
and returned thé fire killing and 
wounding a number. About three 
thousand persons were then search- 
ed and afterward many revolvers 
were found. : 

In addition to the. casualties due to 
the firing, this dispatch says a man 
and @& woman were killed in the 
crush owing to the crowd stamped- 
ing. 
A number of women participated 
in the morning attacks in Dublin, 
according to the correspondent of 
The London Times. In one case for- 
ty raiders arrived at a house on 
bicycles. 

A dispatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph from Dublin places the cas- 
ualties in today’s assassinations in 
Dublin as 11 killed and 5 wounded. 
The disp#@tch says it is believed that 
there were more casualties than 
have been reported. The police and 
military are reported to be raiding 
throughout the city, holding up mo- 
torists and bicyclists. The citizenry 
is declared to be fearful of reprisals 
during tonight. : 

Among the dead reported are four 
captains, five unidentified officers 
andtwo civilians. One civilian is 
said to be in a critical condition as a 
result of wounds, and four other 
citizens are declared to have been 
injured. The officers and former of- 
pears shot were living outside bar- 
racks. 


The Government Explains, 

The Irish office, tn a note, Says 
that the wholesale killing of offi- 
eers and former officers in Dublin 
was the result of the recent strin- 
gent campaign by the Irish govern- 
ment against the Sinn Feiners. Most 
of those killed, says the statement 
either were court-martial officers or 
were connected with the legal ad- 
— 

The mémbers of the attacking 
party which invaded homes in vari- 
ous parts of Dublin, the statement 
asserts, also searcged the premises 
ef their victims as though seeking 
to secure evidence of the activity 
of .the men slain or wounded in the 
enforcement of the law. 

The government entertained 
grave apprehension about eventuali- 
ties tonight and all precautions 
were taken to prevent reprisals by 
the police and military. The police 
barracks in Dublin were picketed to 
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ed forces near Dublin, however, 
which are harder to control. Every- 
thing had been done, nevertheless 
to forestall retaliatory measures. 
The murder raids were carried 
put in broad daylight by parties 
about twenty in number. Except for 
the two victims in the Gresham ho- 
tel, in the heart of the city, the 
men,were killed in thefr own homes.

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TWO.MEN KILLED

Dublin, November 21.—Michael

BLOODY OUTBREAKS 
IN CORK DISTRICT. 


Cork, November 9 21.—Following 
the day of bloodshed in Dublin. 
there were several outbreaks in and 
a Cork Sunday night, costing two 
lives, 

Three masked men shot and killed 
a Sinn Feiner named O’Connell on 
the threshold of his home in Cork. 
Near Drangan there was a clash be- 
tween soldiers and civilians and in 
a brisk fusillade one man was killed 
and eight fell wounded. 

Uniformed men poured gasoline 
on the huge store of Dwyer and com- 
pany in Cork and set fire to the 
building Sunday night. Firemen 
conquered the blaze before serious 
damage could be done.

Galway, Ireland, November 21.— 
The body of Father Griffin, the 
priest who disappeared several days 
ago, was found yesterday in a shal- 
low grave about four miles from 
Galway. There was a bullet wounc. 
in his temple. The body was 
brought to Galway this morning. 
Intense excitement prevails. 

The body of Father Griffin, who 
was the curate of Bushy park. was 


found in a bog by the roadside near 
Darna, four miles from alway, 
Volunteers had been searching for 
the missing curate since he was kid- 
naped by three unidentifeied per- 
sons last Sunday. 

Lads Discovered Body. 

A party of country lads made the 
discovery. The lads observed in the 
bog what appeared to have been a 
recent upheaval. They began prob- 
ing into the mound with sticks and 
finally uncovered the skirts and the 
overcoat Of the priegt. Without pro- 
ceeding further thky Bent for priests 
in Galway and when they: arrived 
working under their direction by 
moonlight, unearthed the body of the 
missing curate. The bullet wound in 
the head of the priest was evidence 
of the cause of his death.

The 
priests omitted the usual sermon 
and confined themselves to relat- 
ing incidents of the life of Father 
Griffin and paying tribute to him. 
They declared that the priest had 
earned a martyr’s crown and beg- 
ged the congregation to pray for 
the repose of his soul, but not to 
forget also to pray for his murder- 
ers. 

Although a number of priests 
lately have heen 11 treated ~° or 
threatened, Father Griffin is the 
first to forfeit his life. In fact. no 


priest has been done to death in 
Ireland iw many years. 

Father O’Meehan, Father Grif- 
fin’s colleague and senior curate, 
with whom Father Griffin lived, 
said in his church today that he had 
received five written threats of 
death since last May and that he did 


not dare sleep tn his own‘home. He 
added that Father Griffin had never 
received any threats.

Marriage Failures 
Due to Apartment 
Life, Says Pastor 


“I Doubt If God Ever In- 
tended a Couple to Make 
Home and Rear Family 
in Apartment,” States 
Dr. Porter. 


“Flats and apartments contribute 
much to the failure of married 
lives,” said Dr. Henry Alford Por- 
ter, of the Second Baptist church, 
last night in the third of a series of 
sermons, his subject being “Is Mar- 
ried Life a Failure?” and his text, 
I. Samuels, 2:20: “And then: went 
to their own home.” “I doubt if 
God ever intended a couple to make 
a home and rear a family in an 
apartment.”” His sermon in part fol- 
lows: 

“Some years ago it was my privi- 
lege to pay a visit to Yellowstone 
Park, and no one who was ever 
there can get away from his im- 
pressions as he stood on Inspiration 
Point and looked at the Grand 
Canon of the: Yellowstone with its 
tumbling falls making their music 
and exhibiting their rainbows, and 
the perfect avalanche of color that 
ran down either side. If some 
earthquake were to deface or de- 
stroy the canon, what a loss it 
would be to the world.” 

Dr. Porter said such a loss would 
not be comparable to the destruc- 
tion of the home, 

“Home, Sweet Home.” 

“We love our country and our 
birthplace. We love the church 
and remember as one of life’s holy 
of holies the farmlly pew, and re- 
call how we learned woke the lips 
of our parents to pray before we 
learned to walk. We love the home 
with all it means to us and human- 
ity. Some of us have learned from 
the experiences of that early home 
that marriage is not a failure. ' 

“One of the most beautiful tri- 
butes to the glory of the home was 
made by a man who all his life was 
homeless.” -Dr. Porter gave the 
story of how the song, “Home, 
Sweet Home,” came to be written 
by John Howard Payne. He said 
they were words that would never 


die. ' 
“The majority of homes, in spite 
of all the nessimistS may Say, are 


happy homes. 
more homes of happiness than there 
ever were in human history. 

“Marriage is not a failure, but 
the people who marry are some- 
times failures. There are men who 
fail in business, but that does not 
make business a failure. There are 
men who fail in literature, but that 
does not prove that all books are 
failures. There are men and wom- 
en who make a failure of marriage, 
but that does not prove marriage a 
failure. 

Flats Are Blamed. 

“The failure of some marriages 
is due to the exigencies of our mod- 
ern life. Flats and apartments 
contribute much to the failure of 
married lives. I doubt if God ever 
intended a couple to make a home 
and rear a family in an apartment. 
I regret that southern Tife is such 
that the old homes are passing 
away. If a modern prodigal should 
say to himself, ‘I will arise and go 
to my father,’ he might have a 
good deal of difficulty in finding 
him in some apartment house. 

“Most people make a failure im 
marriage because they fail to put 
into it the element of Christianity. 
Only when a marriage is made in 
heaven can heaven be found in 
marriage. In all too many in- 
stances Christ is not at the mar- 
riage altar, Christ is not at the cra- 
dle, Christ is not at the table and 
Christ is not at the grave. This is 


! failures. \ 

“Perhaps there are some here to- 
night who feel that failure is 
l'threatening their married life on 
‘account of lack of harmony, but 
they must remember that it some- 
times takes a good while for two 
Hives to get attuned to one another, 
and they may find that their lives, 
which have become diseordant, may 
make one musié as before, but vast- 
er, finer. All hope is not gone; 
there is possible a glorious resur- 
rection. There is always the possi- 
bility of rebuilding the home. 
Christ is the supreme architect in 
restoring broken homes. 

“The most beautiful picture that 
earth holds up to heaven is that of 
man and wife walking together 
through the valleys and over the 
hills, on and on to the borders of 
the holy city to be there forever.

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War demobilizatio 


HARRIS GIVES DETAILS 
OF DEMOBILIZATION 


Washington, November 21.—Final 
details of the demobilization of, 
America’s -war-time armies are 
given by; Adjutant General Harris, 
in his annual report to Secretary 
Baker, made public today. The ad- 
jusant general points out that in 
the year ending November 15, 1919, 


a total of 3,422,233 officers and 
men were returned to civilian life 


and adds: 


“More than ‘65,000 more officers 
and men were discharged from 
service during the first twelve 
weeks of the recent demobilization 
than were discharged from the 
Union army Sere the entire civil 
period of one 
and one-half years; more than' twice 
the total civil war number were 
discharged within the first six 
months and more than three times 
that number were discharged with- 
in the first eight and one-half 
months of the racent demobiliza- 
tion. The comparison is further 
accentuated when it is considered 
that the greater part of the world 
war~emergency army had to be 
transported thousands of miles 
across the ocean prior to itS de- 
mobilization, which was moreover 
conducted throughout in ae dis- 
ciplined and orderly manner in 
marked contrast with the procedure 
prevailing at the close of the civil 
war, no man being separated from 
service during the recent demo- 
bilization until every necessary de- 
tail, including a careful physical 
examination, had been properly ac- 
complished. 
General Harris’ report shows that 
at the end of the last fiscal year, 
Or on last June 30 the strength of 
the army was 15,451 officers and 
184,848 enlisted men. At “he close 
of the preceding fiscal year, or on 
June 30, 1919, the army was com- 
posed of 77,966 officers and 758,879 
men. The officers reserve corps 
last June 30 numbered 68,232, dis- 
tributed from brigadier general 
down to second lieutenant. 

The low desertion average dur- 
ing the year ending last June 30 
is commented on by General Har- 
ris, who places the average at 1.37 
per cent, as compared with a pre- 
war average of 3 and 4 per cent. 
The low average, the adjutant gen- 
eral declares, is especially signifi- 
cant in view of the fact that the 
army last year was not a homo- 
geneous unit, being made up in 
part of “old army” and in part 
of “new army” men.

appropriate the public funds for ad- 
ministrative purposes, that leads to 
the consideration of an independent 
accounting system which, in its op- 
eration, must be of greater prac- 
tidal value in the purpose of attain- 
ing efficiency in government than 
any mere budget form of statement 
in itself.”’ 


INTERCHURCH SCHEME 
DECLARED INSOLVENT 


New York, November 21.—Bishop 
Thomas Nicolson, of Chicago, chair- 
man of the reorganizatin committee 
in charge of the liquidation of* the 
accounts of the Interchurch World 
Movement, tonight issued a state- 
ment declaring that the movement 
is not solvent. The t: easury con- 
tains only about $100,000 to liqui- 
date floating indebtedness and for 
overhead expenses in the short time 
necessary for the committee to com- 
plete its work and report, he said. 

None of this sum can be used to 
pay underwritings of denomina- 
tions, Bishop Nicholson added, and 
if the varicus churches and hoards 
pay these in full, the movement will 
be able to meet all its obligations up 
to the time the committee reports.

FRANCE KEEPS TROOPS 
~ IN SYRIA AND CILICIA 


Paris, November 21.—France will 
n6t withdraw any of her troops in 
Syria or Cilicia for the present, ac~- 
cording to a decision reached yes- 
terday when Foreign Minister 


Leygues, Minister of War Lefevre 
and General Gouraud appeared be- 
fore the commissions of finance and 
foreign affairs for a discussion of 
the Near East situation. M. Ley- 
gues and Lefevre and both commis- 
sion’ agreed that the withdrawal 
of troops now would be construed 
by the Mussulman world as weak- 
ness on the part of France, and de- 
cided to continue occupation despite 
the heavy fipancial expenditure. M. 
Barthou, president of the foreign 
affairs commission, and M. Briand, 
a prominent member, both support- 
ed the policy of the government of 
Leygues, as well as General Cas- 
telnau, president of the army cqm- 
mission. 

M. Leygues, replying to a query 

by M. Briand as to whether the new 
policy in the Near East had been 
instituted owing to-the results of 
the Greek elections, said: 
“The political changes in Greece 
create a new situation which must 
be met and solved to our bpst in- 
terests. The situation will be dis- 
cussed when we meet David Lloyd- 
George (the British prime minis- 
ter), and in accord with him exam- 
ine into the various questions cre- 
ated by recent events.” 

Members of the commission said 
the Greek elections had _ given 
France a free hand and that France 
must profit by this and make new 
agreements to repair certain mis- 
takes which had been made in the 
Near East during the.past year.

actual meeting was “aH Greek” to 
him. However, 
royalists were willing to tell him 
what was: going on. 

The Red Men's bullefin board in 
the lobby announced a meeting of 
“Greek royglists” at 3 o'clocy, in 
Hall No: 2. The Greeks themselves 
denied flatly that they were royal- 
ists in the sense that they were un- 
democratic. They said: “This is a 
meeting of our society, which we 
call the “Constitutionalist Greeks 
of Atlanta.” About fifteen persons 
attended the gathering.

Hérod Rodopoulos made the main 
address. He said the meeting was 
called for two purposes: First, “to 
congratulate their fellow citizens in 
Greece on the great victory for con- 
stitutional liberty won at the elec- 
tion last Sunday,” which means “the 
return of King Constantine to his 
glorious throne.”

The’ speaker likened the present 
crisis in Greece .to that nation’s 
crisis of ancient history, when 
Themistocles urged the Greeks to 
repel the Persian invading fleet in 
the straits of Salamis, while his 
political opponent, Eureviades, fa- 
vored the plan of the Greek fleet 
going out and giving battle on the 
high seas. Themistocles’ advice 
was taken and the Persian fleet 
was destroyed and GPreece. saved. 
The speaker likened Themistocles 
to the modern Constantine, and 
Eureviades. to Venizelos. 

The meeting@.elected a commit- 
tee of — to carry out the two 
purposes of ‘the meeting—to frame 
resolutions on the Constantine vic~ 
tory and to assist in the work of 
naturalization for Atlanta Greeks.

John Varduniotis, a prominent 
Greek at the meeting, said that the 
overwhelming vote against Venize- 
los clearly showed that at last 
Greece was free of foreign dicta- 
tion. He scathingly arraigned the 
action of French troops in Greece, 
pointing out that under the theory 
of .self-determination, Greece ought 
to be allowed to handle her own 
affairs. 4

-Ever since the armistice was 
signed the question of providing 
a fitting and appropriate memo- 
rial to the soldier dead who fell 
in the greatest of wars has, at 
one time or another, been upper- 
most in the thoughts of the vari- 
ous countries involved. 

Here it is still an unsolved 
problem; and so it was until re- 
cently in Great Britain, and in 
France. 

But each of those two countries | 
have solved it, not by the creation 
of ‘modern memorial structure,’ 
but simply by using one that was 
established centuries ago as as 
repository of the bodies of its 
illustrious dead.

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It was a cold, gray, cheerless 
afternoon and a on 40 wind gwept 
down the street hen the coffin 
was carried out the front door to 
the waiting hearse at the curb. Aft- 
er the bustling undertaker follow- 
ed the black-garbed widow and the 
two children suddenly made father- 
less. :

It was a modest but comfortable 
looking house—apparently a two- 
flat cae Ht or a duplex—and it 
sat snugi na group of equally 
comfortable leoking homes that 
filled the block. In truth, it is a 
closely built-up section of moderate

I had noticed the fluttering knot 
of black on the door frame the afrt- 
ernoon before ag I passed on my 
way to dinner. It had just then 
occurred to me that, while I passed 
the house daily and lived not so far 
away, I had not the slightest idea 
who lived there, or what part they 
played in the day’s tale of events. 
Our life is become sg0 complex now- 
adays—to give the most charitable 
phrasing—that we have little time 
to think of our neighbors, to know 
or speculate’ anything about their 
lives or interests or ideals or little 
tragedies and comedies.

I mentioned the mat- 
ter at the dinner table, but nobody 
else kn any more about it, and 
the topic was promptly supplanted 
by one allied to the theater or the 
newest book, or something. 


Then, next afternoon—that pitiful 
little funeral. A_ slender,  frail- 
looking little woman in a black veil 
and two youngsters, their faces 
white with the vague. and fearsome 
wonder, or maybe the dumb dark- 
ness of lonely grief, still too close 
to be really understood. The preach- 
er, of course, with a book under his 
arm. And a faintly curious face or 
two at the window of the nearer 
houses. 

A block or s0 away stands a 
church; within a few blocks are 
several churches. At service hours 
on Sunday evenings._I have noted 
the warmth of tne light and the 
cheery voices coming’ out of the 
swinging doors as I passed. There 
are men and women all about who 
find time from the daily grind to 
know and enjoy friendships—asso- 
ciations that are as far as possible 
away from business or toil. There 
are books and magazines and pianos 
and victrolas and club groups and 
hopes and happiness galore. Just

men and women and little children 
far across seas in strange lands. 


Yet when the head of this little 
family next. door, or across the 
ee. of around the corner, is 
stricken and passes out into the 
great silence, and the last look is 
taken at the lips that have smiled, 
and the cheeks that have dimpled 
with love for his own, there is only 
the wife and her two little ones and 
the preacher who came at the un- 
dertaker’s request, I presume, to 
speak a brief prayer that must have 
seemed to carry an undertone of sa- 
tirical suggestion to the woman 
whose grief was unshared and 
whose groping hand found none 
other to offer a sympathetic pres- 
sure or a message of understand- 
ing. 

And think of that agg oe trip 
back from the cemetery. The coffin 
has been lowered and the clods 
have rattled down upon the cover 
of the box, each sharp rattle empha- 
sizing he completeness of the 
earthly ‘beparation. The little trio 
are coming back alone—as they will 
hereafter continue to come back 
alone. Back to the house that seems 
so cold gnd empty and hopeless 
now. Back to a life whose every 
hour makes the emptiness of the 
fourth chair, the silence from the 
other side of the table more chok- 
ing. % 

It is the tragedy of the city! The§ 
little family came, I believe, from 
a small town. The small town is 
often brutal, often crude, often 
flinty-hearted—but there still re- 
mains a residue of the spirit of hu- 
man tunderstanding in a crisis of af- 
fliction. Somebody Knows you, 
Somebody sits up with the sick;-* 
somebody comes in to do the thou- 
sand and one. little things before 
the burial, and to speak the word 
that means so much more at that 
moment than it ever will again in 
the life of the world. And’ there 
word of greeting 
or comfort for a while, at least, 
while the wounds afe healing a lit- 
tle and the torn hearts are learn- 
ing to suffer and smile. 

The tragedy of the city! Will we 
ever learn the answer to the prob- 
lem, I wonderf There was One who 
went about speaking the words of 
cheer and faith to the suffering; 
but that was long ago, and Hig ex- 
ample may have lost something of 
its influence by this time. Besides, 
we are solving s0 much  iarger, 
more important questions than the 
mere dying ef one unimportant in- 
dividunl or the crying of a lonely 
woman and two little childten.

Siberia, 
Pastor Tells His Con-

Rev. Johh W. Ham, pastor of the 
Baptist Tabernacle, who has just 
returned from a trip to the Orient, 
éuring which he attended the great 
world Sunday school convention, 
which was held in Tokio, last night 
preached an interesting sermon to & 
capacity congregation in which he 
tola of his experiences in the East. 

Mr. Ham told his congregation 
that there was no danger of a war 
between the United States and Ja- 
pan, but that the Japanese had de- 
cided to obtain the territory they 
need for their large population by 
acquiring as much of Siberia as nec~- 
essary. ‘Me does not believe that 
they will ever willingly give up 
what they now hold’‘in that coun- 
try, and if war should come it will 
be through the efforts of some oth- 
er country to take this territory 
away from them. His sermon in 
part follows: 

“After five days of sailing on ‘a 
smooth sea on board the Korea- 
Maru we landed at Honolulu, the 
most beautiful spot that we have 
ever\beheld. With tropical flowers 
jn abundance and fruits of every 
description hanging upon trees that 
graced the sidewalks we felt verily 
that we had reached the land of 
milk and honey. We were placed 
in’ high-powered cars and whisked 
about the city and surrounding 
coungry, viewing the hgautiful rice 
and cane fields and the great pine- 
apple industry. ‘The climate never 
varies over 20 degrees the year 
round, running from 65 to- 85. 

“The inhabitants are made up for 
the most part of Japanese, 42 per 
cent of the population being Japa- 
nese. The balance is divided between 
the native Hawalian, Filipino and 
American.»The natives fear that the 
United States* will grant statehood 
to thé islands. In that event the 
government will largely pass into 
the hands of naturalized Japanese. 
This the Hawaiian resents and lives 
in constant fear of Japanese domi- 
nation. 


Ameriean Schools, 


“We have put into operation the 
American public school system 
which has performed miracles for 
the natives. More than 50,000 are 
now speaking English. feligious 
activities are in keeping with the 
other activities of the island.

HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D, 


PUFFY EYELIDS, 

A reader requests me to tell her 
what causes puffiness under the 
eyes and what to do about it. 

Probably the most common cause 
is matutinal hebetude. That sounds | 
almost as serious as the hypotheti-, 
cal “liver complaint” of the old /| 
time almanac quacks. But it isn’t 
at all serious. It is just a sort of 
morning iaziness. Late hours, insuf- 
ficient cold aif to breaths, excess 
of eating and drinking and late 
rising are the usual factors of-ma- 
tutinal hebetude. 

Many adults of thirty or older, 
particularly women, have puffiness 
of the eyelids not alone in the 
morning but all the time, as one 
expression of a state of hypothy- 
roidism or partial myxedema, an 
impairment of thyroid gland func- 
tion. 

Persons taking arsenic or afflict- 
ea@ with insidious chronic arsenic 
poisoning from occupational expos- 
ures are likely to have puffiness 
of the eyelids or of the whole face 
early in the day. Some misguided 
women still trifle with arsenic as a 
drug, because some ignoramus has 
told them that it beautifies the 
complexion, the notion probably 
having originated from the beauti- 
ful ghastly white skin of one dead 
of arsenic poisoning. Other drug 
poisons which sometimes cause puf- 
finess of the eyelids are aspirin, 
the iodides present in numerous al- 
leged “blood purifiers’ and bro- 
mides. 

A sudden puffing of the lids of 
one or both eyes sometimes occurs 
in persong who have what is known 
as angio-neurotic edema ‘or jant 
hives. In such cases the swelling 
disappears as suddenly and inex- 
plicably as it comes. 

Prolonged crying causes swelling 
of the eyelids in some persons. Se- 
vere fits of coughing, as in whoop- 
ing cough, will produce puffiness 
of the eyelids. 

In’ certain cases 6f chronic ne- 
phritis (Bright’s disease) there is 
noticeable puffiness under the eyes 
mornings. In many cases of estab- 
lished cardio-vascular diS8ease or 
hardening of the arteries puffiness 
under the eyes is permanent. 

These are the chief causes of 
puffiness of the eyes and every one

Williamson sae a famous Georgian 
and a graduate $f the University of 
Pennsylvania Medica] schoo] of the 


class of 1839, was the subject of a 
spirited address by Dr. Allen J. 
Smith, professor of patholo at the 
university, in a series of faculty 
lectures being delivered here. 

Dr. Smith contended, and advanced 
documentary eyldence to prove his 
point, that : mistake was made by 
the jury which voted a place in the 
New York University Hal] of Fame 
to Dr. W. T. G. Morton, as the dis- 
coverer of this use of ether. 


Dr. Smith pointed out that Dr 
Long had first used ether success~ 
fully in surgical operations in 1841, 
not only before such use had been 


suggested to the Boston physician, 
but several years before his demon- 
stration of its possibilities in a Bos 
ton hospital. To prove his point, 
Dr. Smith showeddiantern slides made 
from photographic copies of- Dr. 
Long’s acéount books showing ths 
record he made at the time of his 
operations, the affidavit of patients 
and other associates of Dr. Long, 
who confirmed it. 


investigation Urged. 
Inthecurrent issue of The Penn- 
Sylvania Gagette, the university's 
weekly altimni magazine, the sug-

Old days, the utterly inadequate 
methods then used to numb the sens!- 
bilities of the subjects by whisky 
and opium, the shock of the agony 
to the system, the ttumbDerless cases 
abandoned to death when proper 
operation might hae saved, and we 
must try to realize the vast prog- 
ress which surgery has gained in 
the interval, never possible had 
ether janaesthesia or some equally 
efficieht method of pain-eliminating 
interference not been learned. 


“Doubtless as a student in Phila- 
delphia and observer in the hospl- 
tals of New York (where he studiea 
for eighteen months after his grad- 


uation here in 1839), Long’s mina 
was filled with the crying’ need fo 
some efficient anaesthetic agent. 
Ether had been known for centuries; 
was used in various ways in thera- 
eutics and had been given by in- 
alation ~in cases of pulmonary 
phthisis; it was known that if in- 
haled. in concentratio it would 
stupefy; and it was from time to 
time inhaled in dilute concentfa- 
tion by the adventurous to produce 
exhilaration and intoxication. 


“Laughing Gas” Fad,° 
“Returngin 1841 to his home in 
Jefferson, Jackson county, Georgia, 
he unquestionably was in position 


to advance to the reality of accom- 
Plishment. About this time a fad 
had arisen in various places of in- 
haling nitrous oxide (‘laughing 
gas’) for its exhilarating eftects. 
Long was asked by friends to give 
them the opportunity of experienc- 
ing this new sensation; but at a 
loss to provide the gas, he suggested 
sulphuric ether as equally effica- 
cious to cause the excitment and as 
equally safe. A _ series of ‘ether 
frolics’ were indulged in, at first in 
his office, but afterwards as a com- 


the town and country, the habit 
spreading at least as far as Athens, 
Ga., perhaps twenty miles away. In 
such @txperiments Long noted the 
fact that he himself sometimes be- 
came subject to bruises, for which 
he had no appreciation of a violent 
or painful cause} he noted falls ot 
others sufficient to have ordinarily 
caused pain, but apparently with- 
out the least sense of pain on the 
part of the individuals concerned. 
“From such experiences he unques- 
tionably learned the anaesthetizing 
power of the drug. Some time in 
the latter part of 1841, he stated 
categorically his belief that ether 
inhaled would serve for anaesthetic 
purposes. The exact time when this 
belief took form in Longs’ mind, 
and the particular date in 1841 that 
he so expresed it, matter little; he 
undoubtedy arrived ak the conclu- 


sion at least @ monthfor more be- 
fore the idea occurred to Dr. C. T. 


Jackson, of Boston, one of the early 
claimarts to the honor. Jackson, 
in February, 1842, accidentally in- 
haled chloroform gas. Because of 


lation for the spasm and discomfort 
of his throat, he conceived the idea 
that ether might be employed as an 
agent for surgical anaesthesia. He 
did not at any time put the Idea 
into practi¢e; did not communicate 
it until] the foliowing year, then 
merely verbally to a number of 
medical friends: and in 1845 or 1846, 
suggested itto Dr. W .T. G. Morton, 
who anpnlied it in the latter year 
successfully, 


Tries Out His Beltef. 
“Long, however, in a@ few months, 
was able to fry out practically his 


belief. Among the group who took 
part in his ‘ether frolics,’ and, there- 
fore, familiar, in some measure, with 
the effects of the inhalation, was 
one James Venable, who had, on 
several occasions, consulted Long in 
respect to two small tumors on the 
back of his neck, but who, because 
of anprehension of pain, had de- 
clined to have them cut away. 


“On March 30, 1842, he permitted 
Dr. Long to administer ether to 


(him with the understanding that 
when unconscious the surgeon was 
to remove one of the two growths; 


and this was dove, the second being 
removed, also, under ether anaés- 
thesia on June 6 following. Vena- 
ble was entirely insensible during 
the whole of the first optration, 
knew nothing of removal of the 
growth, and after recovering con- 
sciousness, would not believe that 
it had been removed until the-ex- 
cised tumor was shown to him by 
Long. In the second procedure, he 
felt no pain except slightly at the 
last moment of the procedure. 


“It was in September, 1846, that 
Dr. W. T. G. Morton, who has been 


very commonly credited with the 
priority of discovery of ether anaes- 
thesia in surgery first used sulphu- 
fic ether at the suggestion of Dr. 
C. T. Jackson, for the extraction of 
a tooth; and in the following month 
demonstrated in the clinie of John 
Collins Warren, in the Massachu- 
setts General] hospital, the value ot 
this agent in geenral surgical 
anaesthesia. Sustained by the cir- 
cumstances of the place of demon- 
stration in Boston as a “notable 
mecical center, and by the authority 
of Warren, whose name counted in 
Surgery abroad as well as in this 
country, the fame of Morton’s Work 
spread at once over the world. 
Records Are Proof. 


“But that Crawford W. Long, 
alone in an isolated rural commu,

CUBAN SUGAR EXPORTS 
GOING UNDER EMBARGO 


Havana, Cuba, November 21.— 
President Menocal has virtually de- 
cided to issue a decree placing an 
embargo on the exportation of all 
sugar held over from last year’s 
crop, according to information from 
a reliable seurce. 

The step, it was said, is due to the 
demoralized condition of the world's 
sugar market and the claim of Cu- 
ban sugar producers that they can- 
not produce sugar at present priges, 
and would be a temporary measure 
taken pending action by congress to 
authorize the government to con- 
tract loans for handling of the 
1920-21 crop. ‘ 

Action by the government ‘would 
not cease ‘there, it was declared, 
but would take further shape in 
thé formation of a ngtional board 
to act as a sales medium for the 
disposal of the crop. 

Many planters and mill men assert 
that there will be no sugar from 
the new crop during December, as 
grinding will not begin before Jan- 
uary, owing to present low prices.

Treasury Department 
Says Installment Due 
December 15 Must. Be 

Promptly Paid. 


Washington, November 21.—Re- 
éenht suggestiors that payment of the 
December 15 installment of income 
and.excess profits taxes should be 
postponed were strongly dis- 
couraged tonight by the treasury in 
a statement which déclared that “no 
change should, be entertained which 
would render uncertain the bulk of 
the government’s tax receipts.” 
Proposals for thé amendment of 
the revenue act of 1918 to permit 
postponement of the December in- 
stallment and also for thé exXten- 
sion of the “net loss’ provisions to 
the year 1920 have dome from va- 
rious sources, the treasury state-« 
ment said, adding that “the agita- 


tion for thése changes can only do 
harm.” 

Discussing the government’s 
financial program, which it said 
had been adjusted to the tax pay- 
ment datés provided by the act, thé 
treasury asserted that the Decem- 
ber installment of ineome and ex- 
cess. profits taxeS was not expect- 
ed to exceed $650,000,000 and fur- 
ther requirements must be financed 
through issues of treasury certifi- 
cates of indebtedness. : 

“It would be impossible to defer 
the payment of the December in- 
Stallment of taxes without forcing 
the treasury to offer treasury cer- 
tificates in prohibitive ai é@-unts,”’ 
the statement said. “Moreover, to 
extend the time for the payment 
of the December installment would 
simply mean that the treasury 
would, in effect, be financing pri- 
vate business, which should provide 
for itself through ordinary bank- 
ing channels, if necessary. In this 
respect the proposal is not differ- 
ent from those insistently made to 
the treasury during :the last few 
months, that government funds be 
made available in Various sections 
of the country to finance the hold- 
ing of commodities or the export of 
goods to Europe.”

Decision to Issue Fi Fas 
Against Delinquents 
Will Seriously Affect 
Small Property Owners, 
Says Dr. Huff. 


Asserting that the recent de- 
‘ision of the mayor to enforce im- 
médiate payment of city taxes— 
ordering the books closed and fi fas 
issued against all delinquents—has 
placed hundreds of small property 
owners in a desperate situation, Dr. 
i. N. Huff has prepared a petition 
which he will present to council at 
its next meeting urging the city 
fathers to take up the matter and 
refer it to the tax committee for a 
hearing and thorough consideration 
of the consequences of enforcing the 
policy which has been announced. 

According to Dr. Huff a large per- 
centage of the fi fas issued will be 
against small home owners whose 
property is encumbered with mort- 
gage, and if the city pursues its in- 
tention the holder of. the mortgage 
will immediately threaten him 
with foreclosure unless his taxes are 
paid and the fi fa taken up. Pur- 
Suance of this policy will drive to 
foreclosure a great number of own- 
ers so situated, he states. 

In the past, says Dr. Huff, “it has 
been the well-established custom of 
the city government to carry over 
the final payment of city taxes until 


January or Fepruary following the 
year for which they were due, and 
to carry uncollected taxes on the 
final balance sheet as a part of the 
city’s income, which not only was a 
benevolent and commendable munic-

Heretofore it has been the well-established 
custom of the city government te carry 
over the final payment of city taxes until 
January or February following the year 
for which they were due, and to carry un- 
collected taxes on the final balance sheet 
as a part of the city’s income, which not 
only was 2 benevolent and commendable 
municipal policy, but sound bookkeeping as 
well, inasmuch as there can exist no reason- 
able doubt ag to the collectibility of any 
city taxes on the books. 

Recently, however, it was announced that 
all city taxes must be paid at once, and 
that failure to comply with this demand 
on the part of the city would result in 
fhe issuance of fi. fas. against all delin- 
quents. It was further annou that 
the fi. fas. thus issued would be sold to 
fi. fa. buyers to raise ready cash, and that 
no favoritism would be shown in behair 
of any delinquent property owner, but that 
each and all must bow their heads to the 
guillotine unless they paid their taxes 
without delay. 

What does this mean for the small prop- 
erty owner who has not yet paid his city 
taxes for 1920? It means that the holder 
of the mortgage en his home will imme- 
diately threaten him with foreclosure un- 
less his taxes are id forthwith and the 
fi. fa. taken up. In making this threat, 
the mortgage holders are entirely within 
the rights of their contract, for everyone 
knows that a claim for taxes comes ahead 
of all other liens. The mortgage holders 
can not be blamed. If the small home 
owner is paying for his home in monthly 
instalments, as thousands of them are, the 
issuance of a city tax fi. fa. means that 
the holder of the second mortgage threat- 
ens him with immediate foreclosure tnless 
the taxes are paid at once. The entire 
series of his purchase money notes become 
due and payable on demand. The small 
home owner’s only alternative, If he has 
even that, is to place himself at the mercy 
of the userer and the money shark;

It !g not fair to charge the small prop- 
erty owner with negligence in failing to 
pay his city taxes. Every one knows that 
the assessment has been raised and like- 
wise the rate. The property owner knows, 
without being told, that his city taxes must 
be paid. The fact that he is delinquent is 
evidence enough that he has been fighting 
a losing battle against the high cost of 
living. It is prima facie evidence that 
practically the whole of his income has been 
consumed in the actual, everyday necessi- 
ties of living, without any margin for 
taxes, doctors’ bills or other extras.

Montgomery, Ala., November 21.— 
The number of illiterates in Ala- 
bama between the ages of 10 and 21 
years at the close of the period 
elapsing between taking the school 
census of 1918 and 1920 totals 61,- 
153, according to the report of the 
statistician of the state department 
of education. 

This report indicates an increase 
in the literacy of whites and ne- 
groes between these ages of 5.2 
per cent and says if the present 
rate of progress is maintained over 
the next four years illiteracy will 
have been practically wiped out in 
the state.

OVER 100,000 IPS 
CLAIMED IN CALIFORN 


Sacramento, Cal., November 21.— 
In response to the telegraphed state- 
ment of Director Sam L, Rogers, of 
the United States census bureau, de- 
fending the census figures of 70,000 
for the Japanese population of Cali- 
fornia against assertions of incor- 
rectness, V. S. McClatchy, publisher 
of The Sacramento Bee, today said: 

“The census figures are declared 
by Mr. Rogers to be ‘the result of 
careful actual enumeration of 
each individual. It is doubtless as 


accurate as the United States cen- 
sus enumeration of 1910, which gave 
the Japanese population of Califor- 
nia as 41,356. Officials of the Jap- 
anese Association of America testi- 
fied before the house immigration 
committee when in California that 
a Japanese census taken in Califor- 
nia in 1910 under orders of the im- 
}perial government of Japan actually 
enumerated over 53,000 individual 
Japanese—25 per cent more than the 
United States census count. 

“In 1910 the Japanese had no in- 
centive to conceal their numbers 
here. Today they have, and _ yet 
their count of individuals for 1920 
is 13,000 in excess of the United 
States census. 

“The estimates of the state board 
of control, 87,000, referred to by Mr. 
2ogers, is really an estimate of 99,- 
000 for the present Japanese popu- 
lation. It is based on the United 
States census of 1910, plus arrivals 
and births and minus departures 
and deaths, from official records.” 

McClatchy insisted that the evi- 
dence practically is conclusive as to 
a present Japanese population in 
California of 100,000 or more, as in- 
dicated by official published esti- 
mates of the bodies named. 

“Based on the relation between 
population and mortuary statistics 
the registrar of vital statistics of 
California estimates Japanese pop- 
ulation in the state of 109,000,” Mr. 
McClatchy said. : 

“On the basis of 96,000 population, 
the Japanese birthrate, per  thou- 
sand in California is three times 
that of the whites. If their popu- 
lation were but 70,000 that birthrate 
would be more than four times that 
of the whites.”

MILWAUKEE PLAQUE 
GIVEN TO STRASBOURE 


In Commemoration of “The 
‘Marseillaise”—FochClaims 


' Alsace Blood for Pershing. 


Strasbourg, Alsace-Lorraine, No- 
vember 21.—A large bronze plaque 
commemorating “The Marseillaise,” 
the French national song, which 
was written here in 1792 by Captain 
Claude Joseph Rouget de Lisle, was 
presented to Strasbourg today by a 
delegation from Milwaukee, Wis. 
The ceremony of presentation gave 
Marshal Foch an opportunity to 
voice France’s good feeling toward 
the United States and the marshal’s 
own optimism as to the future. 

No Doubt of Future. 

“When I recall the past and when 
I see the present,” said Marshal 
Foch, “I do not doubt the future 
that awaits us.” 


were present General Weygand, as- 
sistant to Foch during the war, and 
General Gouraud, who commamied 
the army ‘that entered Strasbourg 
after the war; G. F. Alapetite, com- 
missioner.general to Alsace; M. Rei- 
bel, under-secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, and Colonel T. Bentley Mott, 
the American military attache, rep- 
resenting Hugh C. Wallace, the 
American ambassador. 

“This plaque,” said Lawrence 
Fitch, spokesman for the American 
delegation, in his presentation 
speech, “‘will remain here as a per- 
manent symbol of our affectiona 
symbol not only of Milwaukee, but 
of all the American people.” 

Half the city of Milwaukee, Mr. 
Fitch added, “was animated by 
German sympathy,” but the delega- 
tion for the presentation had come 
to Strasbourg “to affirm that the 
other half was profoundly sympa- 
thetic to the allies.” 

Colonel Mott, on behalf of Mr. 
Wallace, read the message sent by 
the ambassador. The message end- 
ed with the statement that “that 
which Rouget de Lisle prophesied 
France has accomplished and not 
for herse'? alone. Civilization itself 
was saved at the Marne by _ the 
French army to the sound of ‘The 
Marseillaise.’ ” 

Pershing of Alsace Stock. 

Marshal ¥och, in replying, re- 
ferred to the role which Jean Bap- 
tiste Kleber, the noted French gen- 
eral of Napoleonic days, who was 
born in Strasbourg, had played in 
French history. . 

“But,” he added, “if you wish to 
go back a little we will see that it 
was from an Alsatian family—from 
Alsatian stock—that came Pershing, 
commander-in-chief of the American 
armies, of the great war armies he 
led to victory. It is because I shar- 
ed with him the honor of leading 
those valiant battalions to battle 
that I praise him, his past and his 
origin, which Alsace can claim by 
good title.” 

Referring to Mr. Fitch’s descrip- 
tion of part of Milwaukee having 
been pro-German, Marshal Foch 
continued: . 

“But she took her part by bring- 
ing strong sentiment and strong aid 
in material and men te the allies. 
The United States itself responded 
with generosity and /gave all she 
had to aid France, which wrote to 
President Wilson: ‘We do not know 
when the war will end, but it is 
necessary perhaps to prepare more 
divisions than you can furnish.’ ”

There are only two 
ways, therefore, of getting the pass 
off. One is where he stands bac 
as in kick formation, more thant 
yards, and the other is where he 
stands closer to the line than 5 
yards and th runs or circles back 
at least tha distance. The bal) 
cannot leave his hands until] he is at 
least 5 yards back. : 
Ample Warning. 

Nine-tenths of all forward passes 
made give plenty of warning, and in 
every case of a forward pass, the 
men in the backfleld can see the man 
who is making the pass and see the 
direction in which the ball is travel- 
ing, because once it leaves the hands, 
there is no change possible in its 
direction. 

All told, the west does use 
the forward pass to greater ad- 
vantage than does the east. But the 
east is learning. 

Now, on the running attack and 
the defense, the east still has some 
advantage to ofset the west’s great- 
er familiarity with the aeria] play. 
Eastern lines have something of the 
edge in power and change, project- 
ing and opening for their backfield, 
and on defense, in crowding a run- 
ner up toward the middle, in pre- 
venting the catastrophe of a wide- 
end run, and jn the greater wisdom 
of not waiting until] the fourth down 
to punt. In other words, they do not 
take as big risks, and while con- 
ceding some gains, show greater 
safety and make more use of the 
power of every man in the line, 

All the systems, east, west ana 
South, are beginning to conform, 
however, and a good team in one 
section now is certainly good enough 
to give'a good team in anyother 
sections a run for its money. A 
team, east, west or south, which to- 
day relies upon one style of play 
alone, is not a good team. There 
must be a blending of the various 
methods and definite reasons for the 
use of plays, and very little left 
to lucKy chance. 

A decade ago it was the exception 
when any team, except those 
coached by Warner, used the direct 
pass instead of putting the ball 
through the hands of the quarter- 
back. Today, so much has this 
method spread, that most eeams use 
direct pass at times. Several years 
ago a team using shift plays stood 
out as an exception, whereas, today 
some form of shift play, either in 
the line or backfield, is used by 
practically every team. A line di- 
vide or a split in the line, which, 
with the exception of a year or two, 
when Yale used it succesfully, -was 
once looked upon with astonish- 
ment, is now seen sprung at almost 
anv time in any game. 

So we have progressed and are 
.progressing, and the possibilities of 
the came seem almost without hHmit. 
It is a constant race between the 
ingenuitv of, the attack to devise 
new methods and combinations, for- 
mations and deceptive avnpearance, 
and the struggle of the defense to 
studv out and match up skill with 
ea name novelties of the at- 
tack.

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Conservative Thought 
And Action Is Needed .-

New York, November 21.—The de- 
flation process is gaining momen- 
tum, but it has not yet reached the 
point_where it is proceeding in dis- 
orderly fashion and there’s no reason 
as yet to believe that it will. The 
stock market is still very sensi- 
tive, more so than actual condi- 
tions justify. It is the custom of 
Wall street to discount the future 
and it is a widely held opinion that 
the decline in stocks has already 
discounted the present fall in com- 
modity prices with a margin for a 
further drop. Evidences of this are 
shown in the tendency of the mar- 
ket-to react on the slightest en- 
couragement, although there is also 
a tendency to run to cover on an in- 
dication of further unfavorable de- 
velopments. Thus the announce- 


a sugar refining company had both 
cut their dividends Was the signal 
for a selling movement during the 
week, notwithstanding the fact that 
large corporations like the Central 
Leather company and the National 
Cloak and Suit company had pre- 
viously pass°d their dividends alto- 
gether. 

- Why it should be supposed that 
the depression in business should 
not be reflected in dividends is not 
quite clear. In most cases these 
dividends represent the earnings of 
an inflated volume of business con- 
ducted with an expanded capital 
necessary to meet the high costs of 
production. That demand has now 
fallen off and has done so ahead 
of the deflation in labor and ma- 
terials. If all elements could be 
deflated evenly and uniformly there 
would be no distress, but as that 
is not humanly possible, irregu- 
larities and inequalities are bound 
to occur. 

No Class to Escape. 

This deflation process is now 
bearing heavily upon industry, com- 
merce and agriculture and even 
upon transportation. It is inevitable 
that it should be so. No class or 
element of the community can hope 
to escape. It has been estimated 
that importers have in warehouses 
$300,000,000 worth of goods 
which they are holding on to in the 
hope and expectation that they may 
escape the losses others are now 
suffering. Naturally there is no 
more inducement to sell on a fall- 
ing market than there is to buy, 
but these importers must make up 
their minds to tgp the inevitable, 
for they a escape any more 
than anyone eise. 
Wheat. farmers are holding back 
thelr wheat because it is not bring- 
ing them the expected profits, hop- 
ing thereby to force the price up 
to its former levels. It is right 
enough for them to attempt an or- 
derly distribution of' their crops over 
the twelve months, but they cannot 
hope to'force the price up to an 
arbitrary level and have it stay 
there after they once begin selling 
again. The cotton farmers cannot 
hope for any better success in em- 
ploying artificial means to upset 


| 


natural laws. The ultimate prices 
that will be paid for these or any 
other commodities will be the natu- 


ral ones determined ‘by the rela- 
tionship of supply and demand. In 
the case of the. wheat farmers the 
factors will be world supply against 
world demand plus facilities for dis- 
tribution, plus foreign credit. With 
the cotton farmers it will be the 
same except that most of the world 
supply is in this country. Among all 
the agriculturalists the cotton farm- 
ers are the hardest hit because the 
south is a one-crop country an. 
the price has gone down so far 
that it will not only pay the cos: 
of production, but will leave them 
unable to pay their bills. 

Industrial reaction is hitting first 
of all those commodities in which 
there was the greatest speculative 


advance due to boom conditions. ? 


Fundamental conditions are consid- 
ered pretty sound when it ts real- 
ized that with all the deflation that 
has already taken place there have 
been so few failures reported. This 
ig particularly true of Wall street, 
where despite the great shrinkage 
in industrial values, amounting to 
50 per cent, there have been prac- 
tically no fallures. 
America Is Still Rich. 


It may be true that in some lines 
there is an over-production of mer- 
chandise due to the stopnage of de- 
mand while production was at high 
speed, but this does not appear to 
be the general condition which at 
other times has been responsible for 
a long period of depression. While 
the present situation has - many 
points of similarity with other pe- 
riods of depression it has many new 
characteristics resulting from the 
conditions that brought it about— 
the war conditions. America is still 
rich, it has a tremendous balance of 
trade in its favor and the only 
trouble is that the brakes have been 
applied so suddenly that the wheels 
are skidding. As soon as the busi- 
ness machine has slowed down, suf- 
ficiently, the brakes will be released 
and we will again move along, but 
at a safer rate of speed. It is Very 
generally admitted now that the 
policy of the federal reserve board 
has been vindicated. The fact that 
loans have not been reduced is an- 
swered by the query, “where would 
they have been if there had been no 
effort made to check them? | Instead 
of merely a temporary depression 
which is all this really can be, we 
would have had a real financial 
panic, and with a panic in the United 
States, the strongest of the nations, 
what would have happened to the 
rest of the world is beyond contem- 
plation. The United States has got 
to maintain its gold reserve. We 
are the last line of defense. There 
was a time when we could go to 
Europe to borrow in time of stress, 
but now Europe has got to come to 
us. If we let go then the result is 
chaos. That reserve has been and 
is being maintained and as long as 
this is so our finances are sound. 
We have withstood a period of ab- 
normal expansion and there is no 
reason why we cannot stand the 
strain of getting back to normal. 

The worst of the credit strain is 
over. Its effects still continue and 
will for some little time. But it is 
a time, not for pessimism, but for 
conservative thought and action. 


Financial Condition Sound, 


Say Leading Financiers

New York ht ~ et 21.—-Two 
of outstanding 
coe sdereneated the main current 
of European development during the 
past few days. The session of the 
Geneva conference of the league of 
nations promises to produce results 
important not only from a political 
and social standpoint, but also from 
that of practical economic signifi- 
cance. It is too soon as yet to say 
precisely what our official relation- 
ship will be the décisions reached 
at the conference with respect to the 
German indemnity, but it is certain 
that their imortance to American fi- 
nancial business will be a large 
one, On the other hand the defeat 
of General Wrangell in south Rus- 
sia has renewed the anxiety of pos- 
sible incursions of bolshevik forces 
into western Europe. As to this 
also further developments must be 
awaited before arriving at any con- 
clusion. The suggestions of the sit- 
uation, however, are clear and their 
reaction uon . American affairs 
through the medium of foreign ex- 

change has been evident. 

A Week of Liquidation. 


The past few days have been a 
period of rapid and intense liquida- 
tion not only in the stock market 
but also in commodities. Large vol- 
umes of goods which have been held 
back up to the very last moment are 
now being placed on the market in 
order to realize what they will bring 
The result has been a still further 
recession in prices of commodities 
with corresponding readjustments 
which are now at last beginning to 
reach the consumer through reduc- 
tions of retail prices. The mark- 
ing off of losses on the books of 
large concerns as the outcome part- 
ly of such sales has resulted in 
converting paper losses into read 
shrinkage with the onsequence 
that in not afew cases dividend re- 
ductions or suspensions are being 
talked of. Conditions of this sort 
have naturally had a depressing ef- 
fect upon securities with the result 
that not a few stocks that had pre- 
viously held their own have during 
the past week suffered severe de- 
cline. Such declines do not in any 
way represent a change in the con- 
dition or prospects of the concerns, 
but merely a recognition on their 
books and jin their financial policy 
of conditions whose existence has 
been known for a long time past. 
It is not strange that in a market 
which has as little support from in- 
vestment buying or from bankers as 
the present one, declines of the kind 
referred to should be reflected in 
the prices of other stocks which are 
not necessarily subject to the same 
influences and which should not un- 
der ordinary circumstances undergo 
such lowering of values. The 
“Trough” of the movement may not 
have been reached; on the other 
hand, the industrial depression will 
probably be continued for several 
months to come, 

Financial Conditions Sound. 


New York bankers at informal 
meetings where the general indus- 
trial and financial outlook has been 
considered have taken the position 
that the underlying state of things 
is substantially sound and _inter- 
views to that effect have been made 
public. It is to be expected; ac- 
cording .to them, that there will be 
an easing of money from this time 
forward as a result of liquidation 
which has been effected thus far, 
although it is freely admitted that 
the relief to be expected will not be 
great enough to afford a foundation 
for any material enlargement of 
speculative or investment activity. 
The improvement of the federal re- 
serve situation as illustrated in the 
last statement is regarded as en- 
couraging not only because of the 
stronger ratio of gold to outstand- 
ing reserve obligations, but also due 
to the falling off of deposits and 
notes which apparently indicates 
power of contraction in an unex- 
pected degree. The renewal raie on 
call loans has gone as low as 7 per 
cent, a considerable’ “improvement 
over the rate which has existed 
during the last three weeks. Mean- 
while investment and developmen- 
tal enterprises are making but lit- 
tle headway and are not likely 
advance very materially until prices 
assume,a more settled position. 
Many undertakings which had been

eign borrowers continue to be as 
desirous of securing accommodation 
in the United States as heretofore, 
although the rate of interest which 
is being charged them is not mate- 
rially lower than that which has 
prevailed heretofore. The most 
careful observers have now set next 
spring as the approximate time for 
the revival and improvement of 
business conditions. 
Market Review and Outlook. 


The stock exchange situation dur- 
ing the week has been marked on 
most days by exceptionally heavy 
transactions, while there has been 
from the ‘outside public relatively 
little *westment buying. The prin- 
cipal. shrinkage has, of course, been 
experienced among the industrials, 
but this week many of the rails, in 
sympathy, have also suffered to 
some extent. In many stocks new 
low prices for the year have been 
registered and the general level is 
now so far down as to lead to the 
feeling in not a few quarters that 
the present time offers splendid op- 
portunities for making investments. 
General liquidation, for the time be- 
ing at least, seems to have partly 
spent its force and to that extent 
the market has been benefited. Spe- 
cial stocks, however, are still un- 
der fire for various reasons and un- 
til these stocks cease to be targets 
the market will of course present a 
more or less unsettled appearance. 
The future of the railroads under 
the new transportation act and with 
increased fares is certainly more 
assured than that of industrial eor- 
porations, whose business outlook 
for the next several months is du- 
bious. Purchases of the rails, 
therefore, ought to be a fair risk 
around current quotations. 


Farmers Are Urged — 
To Employ Great Care 
In Handling of Cotton 


Cotton merchants and brokers in 
this city, acting in co-operation with 
those throughout the state, have is- 
sued a warning to the farmers rela- 
tive to the damaging of cotton by 
exposure to the weather. A most 
urgent request is being sent out over 
Georgia urging every former to 
take precautions to prevent weather 
damage tocotton, either in bales or 
in seed. 

More than $100,000,000 was lost to 
the armers of Georgia in 1918 
through weather damage to cotton, 
and the cotton men say that this 
year there are indications that the 
Same lack of attention on the part 
‘of the producers is evident. Weath- 
er-damaged cotton is already being 
received in Atlanta. 

The cottén men emphasize the ne- 
cessity of protecting cotton from 
the elements, urging the farmers to 
either store their cotton in ware- 
houses, taking the regular receipts, 
Or place it under adequate shelter 
on their plantations. Weather dam- 
age reduces the value of cotton from 


10 to 50 per cent, the cotton men 
declare, while the grower must also 
pay the expense of picking off the 
damage@ cotton when the bales 
come to the compress. | 

One well-known cotton merchant 
in this city, returning from a trip 
to south Georgia yesterday, asserted 
that he saw more than 1,000 bales 
of cotton standing out in the open, 
without any protection whatever, 
while traveling from Macon to At- 
lanta. The same conditians prevail 
in many other sections of the state, 
it is said.

Cotton Market Gossip | 


New Orleans, La,, November 21.— 
Lowest prices in about five years 
were registered in the cotton market 
last week under selling, which re- 
flected continued trade depression, 
short time among the mills, unsatis- 
factory financial conditions and, 


during the last two sessions of the 
week, somewhat easier tone in the 
spot markets of the interior. High- 
est prices were reached on the open- 
ing session and lowest prices were 
made Friday. At the highest the 
trading months were 57 to 81 points 
over the closing quotations of the 
preceding week and at the lowest 
they were 218 to 244 points under. 
The market moved over a range of 
280 to 325 points, finally closing at 
net losses of 177 to 204 points. Decem- 
ber traded as low as 15.00 and closed 
at 15.40. July traded down to 14.45 
and closed at 14.84. In the spot de- 
partment middling lost 225 points, 
closing at 16.25, 


During a good part of the week 
the weakness of the Liverpool mar- 
ket caused a sympathetic selling here 
and reports of many mills closing 
down for an indefinite period or go- 
ing on half-time were a constant 
influence against the market. The 
weather over the belt was unfavor- 
able in the main, considering rain 
being followed by freezing weather 
so that there were m&ny reports 
from different sections of the belt 
that cotton in the fields was being 
abandoned, having been badly dam- 
aged as to grade. Points in south- 
ern Texas noted large numbers of 
Mexican laborers and their families 
returning home which was taken as 
evidence that the picking season was 
coming to a close. These features. 
however, barely more than steadied 
the market at the decline. 


Predictions of heavy ginning to No- 
vember 14, one private bureau com- 
ing out with a forecast of 8.840 000 
bales against 7,604,320 to the same 
date last’ year, and 8,706,420 to the 
Same date two years ago. The cen- 
sus bureau will issue its figures on 
ginning at 9 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing and they are likely to influence 
the market in the opening hours of 
the new week. After that it is like- 
ly that the spot markets will he

anything new from that quarter.

NEAR EAST WORRYING 
BRITA AND FRANC 


Premiers Will Soon Hold 
Conference to Discuss 
the Situation. 


Paris, November 21.—Premierss 
George Leygues and David Iloyd- 


George, of France and Great Britain, 
probably will meet in London soon 
for a conference which is consid- 
ered necessary because of the seri- 
ous situation in the Near East. A 
staff of experts will, it is under- 
stood, take part in the meeting. 

The conference will determine 
upon joint action relating to three 
questipns: the defeat of Premier 
Venizelos in Greece, which brings 
into quagtion the status of the Greek 
army in Asia Minor; the: advance 
of the Russsian bolsheviki in the 
new states of the Caucasus region, 
particularly the co-operation of the 
bolsheviki with the Turkish na- 
tionalist, and the consequences of 
the defeat of General Baron 
Wrangel, head of the south Russian 
government. 

The forthcoming conference of the 
two premiers is the outgrowth of 
conversations which have been go- 
ing on between France and England 
over the Greek situation. The two 
countries now are believed to be in 
full accord on the Greek situation 
and more firmly opposed than ever 
to a return of Constantine to the 
Greek throne. It was indicated at 
the French foreign office today that 
the action of the allies would take 
the form of pointing out to Greece 
the grave consequences which would 
follow a return of Constatine, rath- 
er than active measures to prevent 
the return of the exiled monarch. 

The suggestion for a conferenee 
is believed to have.come from Eng- 
land, which is deeply concerned over 
the situation in the Near East and 
the successes of the bolsheviki. 
The possibility of .a concerted at- 
tack against Turkey by combined 
bolsheviki and Turkish nationalist 
forces is said to be becoming greater 
daily. The resistance of Georgia 
and Armenia fo the bolsheviki in- 
vasion cannot continue very long, 
according tq milNary observers 
here, because of large reinforce- 
ments which the bolsheviki soon 
will be able to assemble. |

The committee 
will conclude its public hearings at 
Birmingham. 

pefore leaving the city tonight 
Senator Calder stated that the com- 
mittee has been endeavoring to learn 
how transportation for building 
material may/be improved, how the 
fuel costs fo rthe manufacture of 
building materials may be reduced, 
and how building labor may be en- 
couraged to greater efficiency, so 
that building construction may be- 
come an attractive investment. 

“The committee has found a 
falling market for surplus and ani- 
mal and agricultural products,” said 
Senator Calder, “but the recent fall- 
ing prices do not seem to be moving 
the goods. Among the hundreds of 
business men whom I have inter- 
viewed during the past tivo weeks, 
there are few indeed who do not 
realize the necessity of deflation 
and lower prices, but all realize that 
stagnation of business will have a 
most unfavorable effect upon hous- 
ing and unemployment. 


FLOUR MILLS SHOW 
TENDENCY TO COMBINE 


Washington, November 21.—A 
strong tendency toward concentra- 
tion of the wheat flour milling in- 
dustry in a number of large con- 
cerns was noted by the federal 
trade commission in a report to con- 
gress on its investigation of the in- 
dustry, made public today. The in- 
quiry was made in connection with 
the general food investigation un- 
dertaken by the commission during 

war. 

“i trend toward concentration in 
the industry was attributed to the 
industrial development of the coun- 
try and the demand for standardized 
brands of flour from the large cen- 
ters of population. This condition 
has largely eliminated the smail-ca- 
pacity mill in the last decade, it was 
said, as the large concerns are bet- 
ter able to supply a uniform prod- 
uct. Ten of the larger milling com- 
panies, the report said, now have 
a productive capacity of thore than 
half the flour consumed in _ this 
country. ' 

Bastie its figures on.sales of 37 
companies, the commission’s report 
shows that in the five years from 
1913 to 1918 the average price of 
flour increased from $4.15 to $10.22 
per barrel, Or 146 per cent, while 
retail prices increased only 118 per 
cent, and the farmer received an in- 
crease of 160 per cent for his 
wheat.

United States Sends 
Note to Great Britain 


Washington, November 21. 
AThrough dispatch of another note 
Great Britain, the state department 


has taken another step in its effort 
to develop a clear definition of the 
rights of all powers in mandate 
territories. The fact that the note 
bad gone forward became known to- 
day but officials refused to discuss 
its contents.
